It is stated that the institution is now 
filled to its full capacity, and that the 
number of beneficiaries cannot be in- 
creased without an increase af accommo- 
dations. 

The dreadful effects of deafness upon 
the intellectual and moral nature, to- 
gether with the difficulties to be met in 
communicating to the deaf and dumb 
a kuowledge of" our language, are 
fully and ably set forth. The superin- 
tendent remarks that it is hardly possi- 
ble for those who have not been brought 
in immediate contact with' the uneduca- 
ted deaf and dumb, to fully conceive the 
extent of the misfortune, and the diffi- 
culty of removing it. 

No changes have taken place in the 
corps of instructors, they remaining the 
same as last year. They are highly com- 
mended for their ability, zeal and fidelity 
in the performance of all their duties. 

The financial condition of the institu- 
tion is exhibited in the following sched- 
ule of receipts and disbursements on ac- 
count of the different departments in the 
institution :

from the preceding statement of ac- 
counts it will be seen that the manual 
labor department of the institution has 
been as prosperous in a pecuniary point 
of view as in any former year. The pro 
fits of the work of the pupils in the 
shops hsvo more than jtaid the expense) 
of their support. 

Considering this putt of tho education 
of the pupils as vsry important, as much 
attentiou is given to it as is consistent 
with their intellectual culture. An in 
creased difficulty is found in maintaining 
this department from the fact that almost 
all the pupils now enter school at ten or 
eleven, and art almost ready to leave 
school before they are old enough to en 
gage in regular manual labor. Fully 
two-thirds of the pupils are now under 
fifteen jean of age, The largest part of 
the time allotted to study is past before 
they are old enough to begin to learn a 
trade. 

The report contains much other valua- 
ble matter of interest to the friends of 
the institution, which we would be glad 
to publish had we sufficient space. The 
law providing for the clothing of indi- 
gent pupils and the rnlss and regulations 
for the admission of pupils are published 
with this r«»i>ort. 

The report of the librarian. Mr 
Valentine, referred to in the Superin- 
tendent's report, and appended to it. Is 
an interesting document, in which the 
history, character and impoitanco of the 
library it fully noted. The library now
